My  Dear  Child  ;  There  can  be  no  doubt, 

1  think,  in  your  mind,  that  you  are  a  sinner 
against  God ;  the  Bible  teaches  you  this,  and 
your  daily  experience  teaches  you  the  same. 
Y'ou  know  that  you  are  indebted  to  him  tor  all 
tilings  ;  he  made  you,  he  preserves  you,  he  has 
redeemed  you  ,  and  what  returns  do  you  make 
to  him  for  all  this  kiiidnesH?  Do  you  pray  to 
him  ?  You  knovi-  what  a  trouble  it  »  lo  you  to 
engage  in  prayer  and  how  thoughtlessly  and 
coldly  you  perform  this  duty.  You  should  fear, 
respect,  and  reverence  him  ;  but  in  your  pray* 
crs  how  little  reverence  do  you  show  for  him  ; 
bow  carelessly  and  inattentively  do  your  con¬ 
duct  yourself!  You  should  love  him  '*  with  all” 
your  ”  heart,  mind,  soul,  and  strength  now 
if  you  love  him  with  all  your  heart,  you  will  pre¬ 
fer  him  to  eveiy  person  and  every  thing;  but 
do  you  not  love  your  Parents  better  than  GimI, 
and  do  you  not  love  many  foolish  triHes  more 
than  you  love  him  ?  .And  as  to  loving  your 
neighbour  as  well  as  yourself,  you  know  how 
unwilling  you  are  to  give  to  another,  even  to 
your  own  friends,  any  part  of  that  which  you 
have  set  your  heart  uivm  .Now  all  this  is  sin, 
for  it  is  not  doing  what  God’s  holy  law  com¬ 
mands  you  to  do  ;  and  it  all  springs  from  an 
evil  heart  of  unheliel  in  the  living  God  ;  with 
which  evil  heart  you  came  into  the  world,  and 
which  your  Parents  as  well  as  yourself  derived 
from  the  fall  of  our  common  Parent  Adam. 
Thus  being  a  sinner  by  nature,  you  are  a  child 
of  wrath,  for  you  are  not  able  to  do  these 
things  of”  yourself,  ”  nor  to  walk  in  the  com¬ 
mandments  of  God,”  nor  "  to  serve  him.” 

Think  then  in  what  a  dreadful  state  you 
were  born  ;  ”  by  nature”  you  are  a  “child  of 
wrath,”  and  being  a  child  of  wrath,  your  just 
portion  is  everlasting  punishment  in  hell.  But 
see  what  mercy  God  has  shown  you ;  for  through 
his  mercy  in  giving  his  only  ^n  for  you,  you 
are  no  longer  a  child  of  wrath,  but  a  child  of 
grace  :  you  are  again  admitted  as  the  child  of 
God  by  adoption  ;  for  Gnd  in  his  holy  word  has 
given  us  “  exceeding  great  and  precious  prom¬ 
ises,”*  which  he  has  adapted  to  us  in  our  dif¬ 
ferent  relations  and  conditions  as  fallen  sinners 
Children  have  promises  made  to  them,  and  Pa¬ 
rents  have  promises  made  to  them.  Now  God 
has  greatly  encouraged  Christian  Parents  to  de¬ 
vote  their  children  to  him,  and  to  bring  them 
up  to  love  and  to  fear  him.  And  all  these  prom¬ 
ises  are  summed  up  in  that  gracious  act  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  he  reproved  those  who 
would  have  kept  little  children  from  him  a.s 
they  brought  them  to  him  for  a  blessing  ;  and 
when  he  said,  “  Sufler  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such 
is  the  kingdom  of  God.”  When  you  were  an 
Infant  your  Parents  chose  me  as  your  God-fa¬ 
ther,  your  spiritual  Parent  to  present  you  to  the 
Church  for  Baptism ;  in  this  office  of  kindness 
to  you  I  willingly  engaged :  and  because  the 
Church  requires  of  all  “  persons  to  be  baptised, 
lepentance  whereby  they  forsake  sin,  and  faith 


whereby  they  stedfastly  believe  the  promises 
of  God  made  to  them  in  that  Sacrament and 
as  you  were  then  an  Infant,  and  “  by  reason  of 
your”  then  “  tender  age  you  could  not  perform 
them,”— “I  promised  them  b<ith”  for  you  be¬ 
fore  the  Church  as  your  “  Surety,”  which  prom¬ 
ise  when  you  come  of  age  you  yourself  “  are 
bound  to  perform.” 

And  now  you  are  arrived  at  sufficient  age 
to  understand  these  things,  let  me  remind  you 
first  of  the  engagetnentn  which  I  have  under¬ 
taken  for  you.  I  promised  first,  that  you 
“  should  renounce”  the  great  enemy  of  God, 
“  the  devil,  and  all  his  works,”  for  he  was  a 
liar  and  “  a  murderer  from  the  beginning  ;”* 
and  not  only  the  devil,  but  “  this  wicked  world,” 
which  is  indeed  a  world  lying  in  wickedness, 
with  all  its  pomps,  and  all  its  vanity,  which  en¬ 
courage  you  to  self-exaltation  and  self-display  : 
and  that  you  should  renounce  “  all  the  sinful 
lusts  of  the  flesh,”  which  you  so  frequently  feel 
the  power  of,  and  which  are  so  constantly  stir¬ 
ring  you  up  to  perform  your  own  desires  in  pre¬ 
ference  to  the  will  of  God.  The  second  prom¬ 
ise  I  made  for  you  was,  “  that  you  should  be¬ 
lieve  all  the  Articles  of  the  Christian  Faith  :” 
which  are  the  principles  of  your  conduct,  and 
without  which  it  is  impossible  that  you  can  be 
either  holy  or  happy.  The  last  promise  .  made 
for  you  was,  “  that  you  should  keep  God’s  holy 
will  and  commandments,  and  walk  in  the  same 
all  the  days  of  your  life.”  You  see  then  how 
large  and  important  the  engagements  are  which 
I  have  undertaken  for  you,  so  large  and  impor¬ 
tant  that  I  could  not  have  thought  of  underta¬ 
king  them  but  on  the  security  of  a  divine  prom¬ 
ise  :  but  I  saw  you  destitute  and  helpless,  and 
being  “affectionately  desirous  of  you,”  and  be¬ 
lieving  that  God  would  favourably  allow  the 
“  charitable  work”  of  mine  in  bringing  you  to 
his  holy  baptism,  weighty  as  the  charge  was, 
since  it  was  all  for  your  l^neflt,  I  could  not  but 
willingly  engage  to  perform  it. 

You  see  then  how  much  is  required  of  you 
now  you  are  of  sufficient  age  to  understand  and 
to  discharge  your  Baptismal  obligations :  I  ask 
you  now  to  make  good  my  promises  to  the 
Church:  the  Church  expects  it  both  of  me  and 
of  you,  and  God  forbid  that  we  should  disap¬ 
point  her  reasonable  expectations. 

Be  not  discouraged  at  the  difficulty  of  your 
undertaking  :  believe  only  the  rich  promises  of 
God,  and  you  shall  not  fail.  It  is  true,  you 
“  are  not  able  to  do  these  things  of  yourself 
you  cannot  in  any  strength  of  your  own  re¬ 
nounce  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil  ;  you 
have  no  ability  in  either  your  mind  or  heart  to 
believe  one  of  these  Articles  of  your  faith  ;  nor 
can  you  “  walk  in  the  commandments  of  God, 
and  serve  him  without  his  special  grace but 
do  not  forget,  that  this  grace  God  is  ever  ready  to 
give  you,  and  that  be  loves  to  have  you  “  at  all 
timescall”  onhim  “for”  it  “by  diligent  prayer;” 
and  as  you  are  now  a  child  of  his  adoption,  you 
are  at  all  times  acceptable  to  him,  and  his  ear 
is  ever  open  to  hear  you.  You  have  much  to 


encourage  you  ;  for  remember  what  blessed 
privileges  you  were  admitted  to  at  your  Baptism , 
you  were  first  “  made  a  member  of  Christ 
now  I  expect  the  evidences  that  you  are  as  tru¬ 
ly  incorporated  into,  or  become  a  member  of 
Christ’s  spiritual  body,  as  that  my  arm  or  my 
leg  are  a  part  of  this  my  natural  body ;  and 
these  evidences  are,  that  you  live  in  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  exercise  of  a  lively  faith,  and  that 
he  lives  in  you  by  the  renewing,  sanctifying, 
and  consoling  influence  of  his  Spirit.  The  life, 
therefore,  which  1  am  desirous  of  seeing  you 
live  in  the  body,  is  a  spiritual  life,  which  you 
can  only  live  by  “  faith  of  the  Son  of  God.”* 
Let  it  encourage  you  to  bring  all  your  wants  to 
a  throne  of  grace,  when  you  remember  that  Je¬ 
sus  Christ  sits  as  the  Head  of  his  body  the 
Church,  of  which  I  trust  you  are  a  lively  mem¬ 
ber,  to  supply  all  your  wants,  and  to  give  you 
grace  sufficient  for  every  time  of  need. 

Let  me  also  encourage  you  by  reminding 
you  that  as  you  were  at  your  Baptism  “  made  a 
member  of  Christ,”  your  were,  in  virtue  of  this 
connexion  with  Jesus  Christ,  then  made  “  the 
child  of  God”  also.  As  God  is  “  his  Father” 
so  he  is  now  your  Father,  not  by  nature  but  by 
adoption  and  grace.  You  know,  that,  as  you 
are  a  sinner,  you  can  claim  nothing  of  God  ; 
all  that  you  have  from  him  therefore  is  in  the 
way  of  mercy  If  I  meet  a  poor  ragged  house¬ 
less  starving  child  m  the  street,  he  cannot  claim 
one  farthing  from  my  pocket  as  his  right ;  much 
less  to  be  taken  into  my  house  :  but  if  I  extend 
my  pity  still  further  than  this ;  if  I  lake  him 
home  to  my  house,  make  him  one  of  my  family, 
clothe  him  at  my  own  expense,  seat  him  at  the 
same  table  with  myself,  and  introduce  him  to 
my  friends  as  my  own  child,  to  whom  I  purpose 
to  leave  my  property  when  I  die  ;  this  is  freely 
and  graciously  to  adopt  him  as  my  own  child. 
It  is  an  act  of  mere  pity,  of  free  grace,  nothing 
moving  me  to  this  act  of  henevolence  but  my 
own  will  and  pleasure.  It  is  thus,  that,  in  vir¬ 
tue  of  your  being  a  member  of  Christ  through 
faith,  you  become  a  child  of  God  by  adoption  . 
you  are  one  of  his  family,  you  are  of  the  house¬ 
hold  of  God,  not  a  “  servant  but  a  Son,”t  and 
therefore  entitled  to  see  your  Father’s  face,  to 
enjoy  what  his  house  affords,  to  tell  him  all  your 
wants,  to  pour  all  your  complaints  into  his  bo¬ 
som,  to  find  access  into  his  presence  at  all  times 
by  prayer,  and  to  enjoy  a  constant  sense  of  his 
kindness  and  love;  and  this  sense  of  a  Father’s 
kindness  and  love  you  will  find  the  grand  pre 
servative  from  sin. 

And  being  thus  God’s  adopted  child,  let 
the  third  privilege  of  Baptism  encourage  you  to 
go  “  on  your  way  rejoicing for  being  a  child 
of  God,  you  arc  “  an  inheritor  of  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  ;”  if  a  child  then  an  heir,  an  heir  of 
God,  and  a  joint-heir  with  Christ.  Enjoying 
the  privilege  of  a  child,  heaven  is  given  you  as 
your  everlasting  inheritance.  It  is  the  free  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  blood  of  Christ,  graciously  and  gra¬ 
tuitously  bestowed  upon  you.  You  stand  be¬ 
fore  God  in  the  merits  of  Christ  Jesus ;  he  re¬

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still  continue  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The 
measures  adopted  during  the  past  season  for 
the  erection  of  a  Chapel  of  ease,  to  meet  the 
increasing  demands  of  the  congregation,  hare 
been  actively  prosecuted,  and  the  building  is  al¬ 
ready  in  a  state  of  forwardness.  The  corner¬ 
stone  was  laid  on  the  18th  of  April  last,  and  it 
is  expected  that  the  edifice  will  be  ready  for 
consecration  early  in  December.  It  is  to  be 
a  fine  Gothic  structure  of  substantial  stone¬ 
work,  1bl  by  94  feet,  including  the  tower,  and 
affording  an  audience-room  80  by  60  feet,  with 
accommodations  for  about  1300  persons.  A 
Society  has  been  organized  in  the  Parish,  for 
the  Promotion  of  Christian  Knowledge,  by  the 
gratuitous  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer-Books 
and  Tracts,  and  by  aiding  the  Diocesan  Socie¬ 
ty  in  the  support  of  Missions.  Regular  month¬ 
ly  meetings  of  the  Society  are  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  in¬ 
formation  in  relation  to  the  religious  societies 
and  institutions  patronized  by  the  Protestant 
Kpiscopal  Church,  both  abroad  and  at  home. 
Donations  from  this  society  to  the  Diocesan 
Society,  in  aid  of  missions,  may  be  expected 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  state  of  the  funds  will 
admit.  Evening  lectures,  which  have  been 
continued  in  the  Parish  for  many  years,  are  uni¬ 
formly  well  attended,  and  appear  to  be  produc¬ 
tive  of  very  beneficial  effects. 

Grace  Church,  Ifatntlen, —  The  Kev.  John 
M.  Garfield,  Minister. — The  funds  have  been 
recently  increased  by  a  donation  of  one  thou- 
-and  dollars. 

Church  at  Ridgefield, —  The  Rer.  Origtn 
P.  Holcomb,  Rector — Within  the  last  three 
years  tlie  churches  have  been  repaired  and 
painted,  and  during  the  year  preceding,  have 
Iteen  furnished  with  bells.  At  Ridgefield  I  am 
in  the  practice,  on  my  regular  days  of  service, 
of  frequently  teaching  and  explaining  to  the 
children  of  the  Parish  the  Catechism  and  parts 
of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church.  I  have  the  pre- 
<ent  year  18  subscribers  for  the  Episcopal 
Watchman. 

St.  John's  Church,  \cte~Miltord, —  The  Rev. 
E.  Huntington,  Rector. — The  number  of  per¬ 
sons  admitted  to  the  Communion  has  been  I.V 
A  large  proportion  of  these  have  been  awaken¬ 
ed  to  a  sense  of  the  duty  of  preparing  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  dying  love  of  the  Saviour,  by  af¬ 
fliction,  and  have  participated  for  the  first  time 
of  this  holy  sacrament  in  the  house  of  the  rick. 
Religious  conversation  introduced  at  such  times 
I  have  found  in  many  cases  not  to  have  been 
introduced  in  vain.  A  very  commendable  spir¬ 
it  of  liberality  has  continued  in  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  Besides  supitorting  the  services  of  the 
Church  during  the  whole  year,  when  they  for¬ 
merly  had  them  but  half  the  time;  they  have 
contributed  loU  dollars  towards  purchasing  a 
bell,  about  .'ll)  for  ringing,  and  an  auxiliary 
Church  Scholarship  Swiety  has  been  formed, 
to  which  about  76  dollars  have  been  subscribed. 

Si.  jMke's  Church,  GUutenbury, —  The  Rev. 
Hector  Humphreys,  Rector.— \\  is  designed 
during  the  present  year,  to  alter  the  interior  of 
the  church  in  such  a  manner  as  to  furnish  a 
considerable  number  of  additional  seats,  which 
are  wanted.  We  have  a  Sunday  School  in  suc¬ 
cessful  operation,  in  connexion  with  the  P.  E. 
S.  S.  Union,  and  possessed  of  a  library,  compo¬ 
sed  of  such  books  as  have  been  published  un¬ 
der  the  auspices  of  our  Church.  We  lament 
exceedingly,  however,  that  the  number  of  books 
published  by  the  Union  is  so  limited  that  our 
library  is  inadequate  to  our  want.  We  would 
not  omit  this  occasion  to  express  our  hearty  de¬ 


sire  that  this  General  Institution  of  our  Church 
may  yet  receive  the  substantial  support  of  our 
entire  Communion.  In  no  other  way,  we  be¬ 
lieve,  can  we  more  happily  comply  with  the 
touching  charge  of  our  Lord  and  Master,  "feed 
my  sheep,  feed  my  lambs.” 

Si.  John's  Church,  Essex  Borough,  Saybrook, 
—  The  Rev.  William  Jarvis,  Rector. — The  1 
Rector  is  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  this  little  parish  have  in  some  respects 
improved  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  and  believed  that 
its  members  generally,  have,  through  the  divine 
blessing,  advanced  in  spiritual  knowledge  and 
graces.  And  if  liberality  in  supporting  the  in¬ 
stitutions  of  the  Gospel,  may  regarded  as 
any  evidence  of  attachment  to  it,  we  may  con¬ 
fidently  hope  that  the  spirit  of  piety  is  shedding 
Its  hallowed  influence  on  their  hearts  with  in¬ 
creasing  power  and  lustre.  During  the  past 
year  they  have  contributed  to  the  Sunday 
School  Union  of  the  Protestant  Epit  copal 
Church,  15  dollars  ;  to  the  Society  for  the  Pro¬ 
motion  of  Christian  Knowledge,  more  than  11 
dollars,  and  to  the  Church  Scholarship  Society, 
through  the  very  able  and  efficient  exertions  of 
its  Agent,  nearly  dollars.  It  may  also  be 
mentioned  to  their  praise,  that  for  the  last  two 
years,  there  have  been  about  thirty  subscribers 
to  the  Episcopal  Watchman  ;  and  to  the  gene¬ 
ral  ditTusion  of  this  invaluable  paper  may  be  at¬ 
tributed,  under  God,  much  of  the  increa.sed 
zeal  which  has  pervaded  the  congregation. 
May  the  divine  promise  that  "  he  who  soweth 
plenteously  shall  reap  plenteously,”  l>e  fulfilled 
in  them  ;  and  may  the  bounty  which  they  have 
dispensed  to  their  destitute  brethren,  be  re¬ 
turned  a  thousand  fold  into  their  own  bosoms. 

Si.  Jtimes'  Church,  Derby,  and  Union 
Church,  Humphrey sville, —  The  Rev.  Stephen 
Jewett,  Rector. — By  the  praiseworthy  liberality 
of  the  Ladies*  Society,  a  new  and  elegant  suit 
of  hangings  has  been  put  on  the  pulpit  and  desk 
of  St.  James’.  This  Society  has  rendered  as¬ 
sistance  also  to  the  committee.  Lamps,  for  the 
convenience  of  evening  Lectures,  which  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter  were  given  statedly  on  Friday 
evenings,  have  been  furnished  by  a  few  young 
gentlemen  of  the  Parish.  Last  Easter  we  were, 
for  the  first  time,  enabled  (by  consent  of  the 
owners)  to  rent  the  greater  part  of  the  slips  in 
this  Church.  They  sold  readily  for  a  sum  suf¬ 
ficient  to  pay  my  s^ary  for  half  the  time.  This 
measure,  which  has  long  been  desirable,  has 
had  a  most  happy  effect.  A  new  impulse  has 
been  given.  The  congregation  has  considera¬ 
bly  increased,  and  during  the  past  week,  a  sum 
has  been  raised  amply  sufficient  to  purchase 
and  put  up  a  bell  of  twelve  hundred  pounds 
weight.  The  bell  has  been  ordered,  and  is  ex¬ 
pected  in  two  or  three  weeks.  A  spirit  of 
unanimity  noir,  seems  to  prevail  throughout  the 
Parish.  The  Parish  of  Union  Church  have  al¬ 
so,  within  the  last  year,  procured  a  bell,  of 
suitable  dimensions,  for  their  Church,  and  made 
other  improvements  in  and  about  the  Church. 
In  this  parish  the  slips  rented  this  year  for  a 
sura  considerably  larger  than  they  heretofore 
sold  for,  and  amply  sufficient  for  the  present 
demands  on  the  parish. 

Christ  Church,  Norwich, — Rev.  S.  B.  Pad- 
dock,  Rector. — The  increase  of  families  in  this 
parish  has  been  prevented  the  past  year  by  the 
want  of  church  room.  The  new  church  is 
nearly  completed  and  will  be  ready  for  conse¬ 
cration  in  a  few  weeks.  It  is  a  neat  Gothic 
stone  edifice,  67  feet  by  52,  with  a  basement  52 
by  30.  The  basement  room  is  finished  and 


used  for  Sunday  Schools,  evening  lectures,  and 
the  like. 

St.  PauFs  Church,  Norwalk, —  The  Rev.  R. 
Sherwood,  Rector. —  The  Male  and  Female 
Seminary  established  by  this  Church  is  still 
flourishing. 

St.  John’s  Church,  Stanford, —  The  Rev.  A. 
S.  Todd,  Rector. — Several  additions  the  last 
year  of  respectable  individuals  have  been  made 
to  our  congregation  ;  in  the  town  of  Greenwich, 
esfiecially,  the  prospect  of  the  increase  of  the 
Church  is  extremely  flattering,  and  we  believe 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  they  will  erect 
a  fit  building  for  the  worship  of  Almighty  God. 
In  the  parish  of  North-Stamford,  also,  the  at¬ 
tention  of  a  number  of  well  informed  individu¬ 
als,  has,  from  various  circumstances,  been  di¬ 
rected  to  the  Church,  and  if  the  enquiry  is  pur¬ 
sued,  it  will,  we  have  no  doubt,  result  in  a  firm 
conviction  of  the  truth  of  her  doctrines  and  wor¬ 
ship. 

St.  .Andrew's  Church,  Simsbury, —  The  Rev. 
Ransom  1 1  amer.  Rector. — Since  the  last  Con¬ 
vention  the  society  of  this  church  have  taken 
down  their  house  of  worship,  removed  it  to  a 
distance  of  about  two  miles,  and  rebuilt  it  with 
some  additions.  Its  present  location  and  im¬ 
proved  condition,  near  the  site  of  the  old  St 
Andrew’s,  in  the  vicinity  of  Tariffville,  afford 
the  Church  and  its  friends  the  most  flattering 
hopes  of  its  future  prosperity. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Granby ,— The  Rev. 
Ransom  Warner,  Rector. — Since  the  last  re¬ 
port  the  church  has  been  furnished  with  a  new 
and  excellent  organ.

From  the  Rer.  Mr.  Potter’*  Appeal. 

A\  ER.\  PROPITIOI  S  TO  .MISSIONM. 

The  present  is  an  era  peculiarly  propitious  to 
.Missions,  because — 

1.  The  facilities  for  extending  them,  were  at 
no  former  period  so  great : — “  Should  any  be 
disposed,”  says  a  distinguished  writer,  ”  to  in¬ 
sist  that  our  advantages  for  evangelizing  the 
world,  are  not  to  be  compared  with  those  of  the 
apostolic  age,  let  them  reverse  the  scene,  and 
roll  back  the  wheels  of  time,  and  obliterate  the 
improvements  in  science  and  commerce  and 
arts,  which  now  facilitate  the  spread  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel.  Let  them  throw  into  darkness  all  the 
known  portions  of  the  earth,  which  were  then 
unknown.  Let  them  throw  into  distance  the 
propinquity  of  nations ,  and  exchange  their  rap¬ 
id  intercourse,  for  cheerless,  insulated  exis¬ 
tence.  Let  the  magnetic  power  be  forgotten, 
and  the  timid  navigator  creep  along  the  coasts 
of  the  Mediterranean,  and  tremble  and  cling  to 
the  shore,  when  he  looks  out  upon  the  loud 
waves  of  the  Atlantic.  Inspire  idolatry  with 
the  vigor  of  meridian  manhood,  and  arm  in  its 
defence,  and  against  Christianity,  all  the  civili¬ 
zation,  and  science,  and  mental  power  of  the 
world.  Give  back  to  the  implacable  Jew  his 
inveterate  unbelief,  and  his  vantage  ground,  and 
disposition  to  oppose  Christianity  in  every  place 
of  his  dispersion,  from  Jerusalem  to  every  ex¬ 
tremity  of  the  Roman  empire.  Blot  out  the 
means  of  extending  knowledge,  and  exertiinr 
influence  upon  the  human  mind.  Destroy  the 
Lancasterian  system  of  instruction,  and  throw 
back  the  mass  of  men  into  a  state  of  unreading, 
unreflecting  ignorance.  Blot  out  libraries,  and 
tracts;  abolish  Bible  and  Education  and  Tract 
and  Missionary  Societies ;  and  send  the  nations 
for  knowledge  to  parchment,  and  the  slow  and 
limited  productions  of  the  pen.  Let  all  the  im¬ 
provements  in  civil  government  be  obliterated, 
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and  the  world  be  driven  from  the  happy  arts  of 
self  government  tothe  guardianship  of  dungeons 
and  chains.  Let  liberty  of  conscience  expire, 
and  the  church,  now  emancipated  and  walking 
forth  in  her  unsullied  loveliness,  return  to  the 
guidance  of  secular  policy,  and  the  perversions 
and  corruptions  of  an  unholy  priesthood.  And 
now  reduce  the  200,()00,00()  of  nominal,  and 
the  10,0O0,0tM)  of  real  Christians,  spread  over 
the  earth,  to  .500  disciples,  and  to  twelve  Apos¬ 
tles,  assembled,  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  in  an  up¬ 
per  chamber,  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  secret 
prayer-meeting;  and  give  them  the  power  of 
miracles,  and  the  gift  of  tongues,  and  send  them 
out  into  all  the  earth,  to  preach  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature !” 

2.  Because  idolatry  was  nevermore  feeble: — 
The  religion  of  the  Romans,  with  which  the 
Apostles  had  to  contend,  was  strongly  imbedded 
in  the  passions,  prospects,  and  general  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  government  and  nobility.  The  no¬ 
ble  might  be  at  once  a  Priest,  and  an  incum¬ 
bent  of  the  highest  civil  offices.  This  circum¬ 
stance,  together  with  the  numbers,  the  accu¬ 
rate  subordination,  and  the  immense  political 
influence  of  the  Hierarchy,  gave  it  a  considera¬ 
tion  in  the  eyes  of  the  State  altogether  unparal¬ 
leled,  and  arrayed,  in  its  support,  an  amount  of 
secular  power,  unknown  in  any  other  instance. 

Now  compare  with  this,  the  idolatry  at  pres¬ 
ent  existing ;  an  idolatry  to  which  the  votaries 
seem  attached  by  few,  if  any  ties  of  interest, 
and  which  in  many  instances  they  are  found 
willing  to  relinquish,  the  moment  that  fashion 
or  caprice  suggests.  Witness,  for  example,  the 
Society  and  Sandwich  Islands.  Witness  Afri¬ 
ca,  where  entire  tribes  are  requesting  Christian 
missionaries  to  be  sent  among  them  ;  (see  Afric. 
Repos.)  Witness  even  the  south  of  India, 
where,  notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  said  of 
the  impossibility  of  converting  Hindoos,  whole 
villages  arc  seen  renouncing  idolatry,  and  as¬ 
sembling  on  the  Lord’s  day  for  Christian  umr- 
ship;  witness,  indeed,  the  whole  history  of  Hin- 
dostan.  “  Its  Mahommedan  conquerors,”  says 
Mr.  Douglass,  “  have  left  behind  them  abundant 
traces  of  the  possibility  of  changing  the  faith  of 
Hindoos.”  And  farther,  “  Their  religion  has 
frequently  changed,  without  any  foreign  impul¬ 
sion.  The  early  worship  of  the  elements,  has 
yielded  to  the  complexity  of  the  Brahminical 
Polytheism.  Polytheism,  for  a  time,  seemed  to 
bend  under  the  Pantheism  of  the  Budhists,  and 
then  by  a  new  revolution,  regained  its  former 
ascendancy  ;  even  within  that  Polytheism  itself, 
rival  sects  are  ever  rising  and  decaying ;  and 
the  slightest  acquaintance,  either  with  the  pres¬ 
ent  or  past  state  of  the  Hindoos,  may  show  that 
the  human  mind,  with  them,  has  not  changed 
Its  character,  or  lost  its  desire  of  change,  and 
that  if  it  is  prone  to  error,  it  is  also  prone  to 
novelty.  See  “  the  Advance  of  Society  in  Know- 
ledge  and  Religion.”  pp.  257 — 260. 

3.  Because  experiment  has  indicated  the  means, 
and  given  pledge  of  the  certainty  of  success  : — 
It  is  sometimes  said,  and  with  an  air  of  triumph, 
that  modern  missions  have  failed — that  nothing 
has  been  done.  To  this  we  might  reply,  that 
even  bad  no  converts  to  Christianity  been  made. 
It  would  not  follow  that  nothing  has  been  done. 
In  every  enterprise,  time  must  be  consumed  in 
acquiring  knowledge  and  experience,  in  ascer¬ 
taining  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered,  and 
the  best  means  of  operation ;  and  it  will  not  be 
denied  that  in  this  respect  at  least,  the  mission¬ 
ary  efforts  of  the  last  forty  years  have  been  use¬ 
ful.  But  have  they  been  useful  in  no  other  re¬ 
spects  ?  Has  nothing  as  yet  been  done  for  the 


temporal,  or  spiritual  welfare  of  Pagans  1  Have 
no  converts  been  made?  Let  the  reader  con¬ 
sider  the  following  facts;  and  then  let  him  an¬ 
swer  whether  the  enterprise  of  modern  mission.^ 
is  a  failure. 

Missionaries  have  made  valuable  accessions 
to  geography,  and  natural  science.  Says  the 
Geographical  Society  of  Paris,  (See  American 
Quarterly  Review,  No.  6,  p.  357,)  The  mi¬ 
nute  account  which  the  missionaries  to  the 
Sandwich  Islands  have  published,  respecting 
this  grand  phenomenon,  (the  crater)  the  streams 
of  lava,  and  the  changes  which  have  taken  place, 
and  also  respecting  the  customs  and  traditions 
of  the  people,  are  equally  new  and  interesting, 
and  demand  the  acknowledgment  of  all  who 
desire  the  advancement  of  genpraphical  sci¬ 
ence  ” 

They  have  reduced  to  system,  and  provided 
with  alphabets  and  written  characters,  the  lan¬ 
guages  of  several  barbarous  tribes. 

They  have  translated,  and  are  now  transla¬ 
ting  the  Scriptures  into  about  one  hundred  dif¬ 
ferent  heathen  languages. 

They  have  collected  into  schools,  and  are  now 
instructing  in  literature  and  religion,  at  least 
190,000  Pagan  children. 

They  have  been  the  means  of  circulating  in 
Heathen  lands,  more  than  two  millions  of  Bi¬ 
bles,  and  several  millions  of  tracts. 

They  have  abolished  human  sacrifices,  infan¬ 
ticide,  polygamy,  and  their  attendant  vices  and 
crimes,  in  numerous  and  extensive  districts. 

They  have  been  the  means  of  inducing,  at 
least  300,000  persons  to  renotince  idolatry,  and 
adopt  the  usages  of  Christian,  and  civilized  so¬ 
ciety. 

They  have  admitted  to  Christian  communion, 
at  least  25,000  who  profess  to  be  sincere  disci¬ 
ples  of  the  Saviour. 

They  have  been  permitted  to  witness,  during 
the  last  moments  of  many  of  their  converts,  the 
most  consoling  evidence  of  piety. 

LATE  BISHOP  OF  CALCl'TT.4. 

The  Calcutta  Committee  had  forwarded  to 
his  Lordship  (the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  James)  a 
complete  set  of  the  Society’s  publications  and 
reports,  from  the  commencement  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  on  receiving  which  his  Lordship  replied  ; 

“  Accept  my  warmest  and  best  thanks  for  the 
very  splendid  present  which  the  munificence  of 
the  Society  has  placed  before  me — a  present 
valuable,  highly  valuable,  on  many  grounds : 
but  really  invaluable,  when  viewed  in  the  light 
of  a  testimony  of  your  confidence  and  regard 
I  have  come,  in  various  respects  as  a  stranger 
amongst  you  ;  but,  believe  me,  I  am  not  on 
that  account  less  zealously  interested  in  the 
great  objects  of  our  common  exertions,  nor  am 
I  less  actuated  by  kind  feelings  towards  you 
collectively  as  a  body,  or  less  disposed  as  a 
friend  towards  every  individual  member  of  the 
Society.  How,  indeed,  should  any  Christian 
feel  otherwise  than  anxious  for  the  furtherance 
of  our  great  and  noble  object,  when  he  pauses 
to  reflect  on  the  history  of  Christianity  in  the 
East ;  when  he  hears  that  well  known  fact, 
which  the  sight  of  the  several  translations  of 
the  Bible  at  this  moment  forcibly  brings  to  one’s 
recollection  :  namely,  that  amidst  the  deluge  of 
Mahomedan  superstition,  which  has  swept  over 
so  many  fair  portions  of  the  Asiatic  continent, 
and  overturned  so  many  Christian  Churches 
reared  by  the  primitive  labourers  of  the  Gospel, 
a  successful  stand  has  ever  been  made  by  the 
inhabitants  of  those  countries  who  once  were 
put  in  possession  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in 


their  own  native  tongue.  The  Armenian 
church,  the  Syriac,  the  Coptic,  the  Abyssinian, 
and  our  venerable  church  at  Travancore,  at 
this  day  bear  witness  of  this  striking  fact;  some 
in  a  more  pure,  some  in  a  less  pure  form  ;  but 
all  in  some  sort  have  still  preserved  their  adher¬ 
ence  to  the  faith,  and  shown  themselves  founded 
on  the  spiritual  rock  of  Christ. 

”  Let  us  hope,  in  looking  at  these  volumes, 
that  our  labours,  too,  may  thus  be  blessed  ;  that 
where  we  have  scattered  the  seed,  a  similar 
spirit  of  perseverance  may,  under  Gt^’s  Provi- 
dence,  be  given  and  that,  among  these  several 
nations,  churches  may  thus  be  founded,  against 
which  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail.” — Lon- 
I'-'t  Christian  Guardian.
